“LIVE  OVER  WINTER”  FLOWER  PLANTS 

Such  plants  may  be  allowed  to  remain  permanently  in  the  open 
ground,  some  are  evergreen  but  mostly  the  foliage  dies  down 
to  or  near  the  ground  each  autumn,  coming  forth  again  with 
renewed  vigor  the  following  spring. 

Year  after  year  the  perennial  plants  reappear  and  flower  abun- 
dantly. As  each, variety  has  a fixed  time  of  blooming,  a selec- 
tion of  plants  can  be  made  that  will  give  flowers  to  cut  and  en- 
joy each  day  of  the  season — from  earliest  spring  until  fall.  They 
require  little  attention,  for  a light  mulching  with  fertilizer  in 
the  fall  and  some  care  as  to  the  weeding  and  watering  during 
the  growing  season  is  usually  sufficient.  In  preparation  of  soil 
for  planting  perennials,  dig  deep  and  plant  in  well  pulverized 
soil,  work  in  rotted  manure  if  available.  Frequent  cultivation, 
keeping  out  all  grass  and  weeds  are  the  secrets  of  beautiful 
flowers.
